- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants stated Aussenegg et al. measures reflected light and fails 
to measure the light traveling through the device as presently claimed. Potential amendments were discussed to clarify 
the instant claims to potentially define over Aussenegg et al. and will be considered further upon formal submission. 
Applicants' state Mayer et al. does not qualify as prior art and will resubmit a PTOL-1449 with the exact date of 
publication. Applicants 1 state transmission of radiation by the fluorophores taught by Schalkhammer et al. cannot be 
read on the instant claims. Potential amendments were discussed to exclude the fluorophore transmission taught by 
Schalkhammer et al. Applicants also state Schalkhammer et al. teach detection of fluorophores whereas the instant 
claims detects plasmon absorption. Applicants' state Schalkhammer et al. fail to teach comparing two plasmon 
absorption measurements. The Office will consider all of these remarks further upon formal submission .
